The  object  first  appeared  as  one  light  and  two  red 

ones.  Ten  minutes  later  vte  vievrcd  it  vfith  a 25  or  30  power  hand- 
telesoope  and  the  UFO  vras  apparently  solid. 

The  lights  were  much  brighter  than  the  stars,  about  like 
lookinr  into  a car  headlight  from  a distance  of  200  yards. 

The  edges  of  the  object  v;ere  like  a star  at  first,  then
